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REMARKS 

I. THE REQUEST FOR CORRECTED DRAWINGS 

The Office Action requires corrected drawings, In response, Applicants submit Replacement 
Drawings herein, 

n THE OBJECXIONS xo THE DISCLOSURE 

The Office Action objects to the disclosure asserting: 

(1) that it is not clear what Kussie et al. discloses; 

(2) that the specification requires proper SEQ ID NO: identifiers; and 

(3) that the specification contains improper embedded hyperlink and/or other form of 
browser-executable code. 

In response, Applicants submit that the amendment to the specification obviates any basis for the 
objection thereto. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection to the disclosure are 
respectfully requested. 

III. THE OBJECTION TO THE CLAIMS 

The Office Action objects to claim 5 as being of improper dependent form. In response, in 
order to expedite prosecution of the application, claim 5 is canceled herein. 

IV. THE REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C § 112, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 3-6, 35, 36, 42, 43 and 45-48 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph, for (1) use of "HDM2 or a fragment, or target structure motif or derivative 
thereof and a ligand, wherein said ligand is a small molecule inhibitor" in claim 1 and 
"HDM2 polypeptide" in claim 43; (2) use of "HDM2 amino acid residues Ser 17 [ , . . .etc.]" in 
claim 35; and (3) for omission of essential steps in claim 48. 

In response, Applicants submit that the amendments to the claims obviate any basis for the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C § 1 12, second paragraph. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1, 3-6, 35, 36, 42, 43 and 45-48 
under 35 U.S.C § 1 12, second paragraph, are respectfully requested, 

V. THE REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C § 112, FIRST PARAGRAPH 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-6, 43 and 45-48 under 35 U.S.C § 1 12, first paragraph, 
asserting that the specification "only provides three representative species of these crystals 
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containing only the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 with 3 different ligands that 
produced trigonal crystal P3221 ..." 

In response, Applicants respectfully submit that the claims, as amended, are commensurate in 
scope with the invention disclosed in the present specification. Applicants, who were first to 
crystallize HDM2 with a non-peptide small molecular inhibitor of HDM2, should be 
permitted to claim the full scope of their invention. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-6, 43 and 45-48 under 35 U.S.C 
§ 1 12, first paragraph, are respectfully requested. 

VI. THE REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Office Action rejects claims 1 , 4, 5, 35 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being 
anticipated by Kussie et al., Science, 274:948-953 (1996). 

Kussie et ah, which does not disclose a crystal comprising HDM2 cornplexed with a non- 
peptide small molecular inhibitor of HDM2, does not anticipate the claimed invention. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1, 4, 5, 35 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 are respectfully requested. 

The Office Action rejects claims 35, 36 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5 ,702,908. 

Claim 35 is amended to specifically reference the atomic structure coordinates in Table 1 and 
Table 2 of the present specification. These atomic structure coordinates were obtained from a 
crystal comprising HDM2 cornplexed with a non-peptide small molecular inhibitor of 
HDM2. The '908 patent, which does not disclose a crystal comprising HDM2 cornplexed 
with a non-peptide small molecular inhibitor of HDM2, does not anticipate the claimed 
invention. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 35, 36 and 42 under 35 U.S.C, § 
102 are respectfully requested. 

VII. THE REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The Office Action rejects claim 36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being obvious over Kussie et al 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,702,908. 

Claim 36 depends from claim 35 discussed in response to the rejection of claims 35, 36 and 
42 under 35 U.S.C. § 102. For the reasons discussed above, neither Kussie nor the '908 
patent disclose or suggest the invention in claim 36. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claim 36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 are 
respectfully requested.
